The  U.S.  Department  of  /igrdculture  participated 
for  the  first  time  in  195 B  in  the  Italian  National 
Poultry  ohovv  at  Yarese,  Italy.    The  liSDxi  Exhibit  was 
houseo.  in  a  temporary  pavilion  constructed  especially 
for  that  purpose  and  coverinc:  an  area  of  450  square 
meters,     The  importance  of  good  feeding  in  poultry 
raisin^^i  was  the  m.ain  theme  of  the  exhibit  ,  which  demon- 
strated why  both  scientifically  balanced  feeds  and 
scientifically  selected  poultry  breeds  are  necessary  to 
achieve  high  productivity  in  the  raising  of  broiler 
chickens,        N:;tion^-.l  Poultry  Convention  was  held  simul- 
taneously vdth  the  National  Poultry  Show,    Four  >imerican 
agricultural  specialists  represented  the  United  States 
at  these  m.eetings  and  presented  scientific  papers  on 
animal  nutrition,  poultry  genetics  and  mixed-feed 
industrial  m-ethods»    They  also  acted  as  consultants  to 
the  Italian  breeders  and  technicians  v/ho  visited  the 
USD  .A  Exhibit «    ^.mon£  the  special  events  organized  by  the 
Exhibit  Manager  were  a  press  previev;  and  a  dinner  offered 
by  the  .-Vgric  ult ural  j^ttache  in  honor  of  the  Directors  of 
the  Poultry  Shov/.    Considerable  publicity  was  given  to 
the  USD.^  Exhibit,  largely  as  a  result  of  the  very  success- 
ful press  previev/« 

x^pproj^imat cly  30,000  visitors  V'/ho  were  directly  or 
indirectly  connected  with  the  poultry  industry  in  Italy 
visited  ttie  USD.'.  Exhibit «        large  number  of  high  ranking 
and  influe,ntial  Italian  dignitaries  also  visited  the  USD^ 
Exhibit  and  m.any  of  these  expressed  satisfaction  and 
pleasure.    The  budget  prepared  by  F^^S  in  Vvashington  proved 
to  be  adequate  for  the  execution  of  the  project.  Contracts 
provided  for  the  services  of  the  Exhibit  L^anager  and  for 
the  d^^sign,  construction,  operation  and  striking  of  the 
pavilion  and  e:LLiibit .    Participation  by  US  Governm-ent 
agencies  and/or  private  business  firms  in  1959  is  recom.- 
mended*

^  •    Tliu  City  of  Varcso; 

The  Italian  National  Poultry  Show  is  held 
annually  in  the  city  o±  Varuso,  v/hich  is  the  capital 
of  the  province  of  the  same  name.     The  city  is 
approximately  30  miles  to  the  north-v/ost  oi  Milan^ 
the  second  largest  city  in  J.taly,     It  is -situated 
among  the  foot-hills  of  thu  Italian  ...Ips  ,  in  a 
verdant  rot^ion  spotted  with  many  lakes  of  consider- 
able size,    'The  population  of  Varese  totals  60,000 
inhabitants ♦ 

Of  no  ^reat  historical  significance,  the  city 
of  Varese  has  gain^^d  considerable  commercial 
importance  during  the  last  century  as  a  result  of 
the  flourishing  of  tv/o  industriv. s  v/hich  serve  all 
of  Italy  and  have  a  certain  amouxit  of  ezport  business. 
These  industries  are  shoe  manufacture  and  the 
production  of  beer.    Two  Swiss  chocolate  firms  have 
established  Italian  branches  in  Varese  v/hich  produce 
chocolates ■ for  the  Italian  market  under  the  Swiss 
brand -nam.e ,     Because  most  of  the  agricultural  pro- 
perties in  this  region  are  fairly  sm.all,  there  has 
been  a  natural  tendency  to  truck  farming  and  poultry 
raising.     Both  these  activities  are  encouraged  by  the 
proximity  of -the  large  market  of  Milan,  More 
particularly,  the  Varese  region  has  become  the  center 
of  the  incubator  activities  of  the  poultry  industry 
in  Italy,    Hence  the  reason  for  the  great  interest  in 
poultry  and  the  orientation  of  the  Varese  Fair  to  a 
National  Poultry  Show, 

Of  fairly  recent  growth,  the  National  Poultry 
Show  of  Varese  has  boon  reost  successful  in  attracting 
the  attention  of  the  poultry  industry  to  its  markets 
and  competitions.    It  began  in  1953,  but  since  it  is 
the  only  specialized  fair  of  its  kind,  it  soon  became  ' 
the  m.oeting  place  for  poultry  technicians,  specialists, 
breedurs',  processors  and  distributors  of  poultry 
products  for  all  of  Italy,    There  are  fev^^er  poultry 
operations  in  southern  Italy  and  the  considerable 
distance  between  the  southern  half  of  Italy  and  the 
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northern  city  of  Ynfcse  is  a  dotriinontal  factor, 
Novorthcless ,  it  con  riafcly  bu  Ljaid  that  the 
Voroso  Poultry  Shovv  nov/  one oapa sees  and  influonces 
most  of  the  Italian  poultry  industry. 

The  Fwdr  grounds  are  located  in  the  eastern 
part  of  the  city  in  an  area  of  approzimat '.J-y 
7,500  square  yards,  adjacent  to  the  iv.unicipal 
cold  stora^Q  plant.    They  are  easily  reached  by 
loci  busses  and  during  the  Poultry  Show  a  special 
bus  service  operates  continually'"  to  and  from  the 
Fair  ^'rounds*    In  195o,  ei£,hty  tv/o  firms  partici- 
pated Vvlth  the  exhibits  of  the  Poultry  Show,  This 
represents  a  considerable  increase  over  the  number 
of  participants  in  recent  years  and  occasioned  the 
opening  of  a  supplementary  area  of  approximately 
5,000  square  yards ♦     On  the  basis  of  the  success 
obtained  this  yoar  it  is  expected  that  the  Varese 
Chamber  of  Coramerce,  Industry  and  ^igricultui'e  v/ill 
be  able  to  rnove  the  Poultry  Shov/  to  a  larger  location 
elsewhere  by  June  of  1959.    The  Poultry  Show  is  not 
an  independent  organization,  but  simply  a  major 
activity  of  the 'Varese  Ghambur  of  Commerce,  Industry 
and  ..'igriculture ,  whose  Secretary  G-eneral  becomes  the 
Director  of  the  Poultry  ShoAv,     One  of  the  reasons  for 
the  increased  interest  in  this  m.anif ^station  is  the 
continued  growth  of  the  Italian  poultry  industry's 
production  during  thvj  last  five  years  and  the  desire 
of  poultry  breeders  to  seek  and  adopt  the  latest 
scientific  methods  devulop^d  by  poultry  experts  in 
Italy  and  abroad, 

Onu  of  the  main  attractions  at  thu  Poultry  Show 
is  its  dressed  poultry  competition,  vdiich  av/ards 
prizes  for  outstanding  accomplishm.ents.     Of  equal 
importance  to  th^-  poultry  industry  is  the  publicity 
that  this  event  provides  for  thu  f ued  manufacturers 
and  producers  of  oth'.^r  misc -..llaneous  poultry  materials 
v/ho  have  suppli:;d  the  winning  br^^uder.  Subsequent 
advertising  features  the  results  of  the  Varese 
competi  tion ,

Departrrent  of  ^.griculture  has  " participated  in  the 
Italian  National  Poultry  Show.    Participation  this 
y^ar  v/as  prompted  by  tv/o  factors:     the  emphasis  on 
mixed  feeds  in  the  USD/^  Sxliibit  was  being  reflected 
in  the  increased  participation  of  mized  feed 
manufacturers  in  the  Varesv.  Poultry  Shox7;  also,  the 
Italian  Government  had  lust  authorized  the  importation 
of  i.mierican  frozen  poultry  in  a  limited  but  initial 
am^ount .     ...s  will  be  seen,  ...uiiurican  frozen  poultry 
was  featured  in  the  end-product  section  of  the  Exhibit*

The  Office  of  the  ..^:,ricultur al  .attache  in  Rome 
undertook  the  adaptation  of  the  poultry  and  mixed 
fued  exhibit  for  display  at  the  Varesu  National 
Poultry  Show*    Much  of  thu  same  exhibit  had  been 
used  at  Verona  and  at  Palerm-O  in- 1957  vdth  satisfy- 
in-a  results.     Since  no  perman>:.nt,  covered  structures 
weru  available  to  house  the  USD^,  E:;uiibit,  it  was 
necessary  to  construct  a  temporary  pavilion  of 
tubal  :ir  steel,  with  lateral  panels  and  corrugated 
metal  roofing,  covv^ring  an  area  of  450- square  yards. 
Tlirough  its  Oo-ordinator  in  \/ashingt on,  the  Foreign 
.agricultural  Service  was  able  to  procure  live  chickens 
and  turkeys  from_  some  leading  US  breeders,  as  well  as 
feed  samples  and  feed  bags  from,  leading  mixed  feed 
manufacturers  in  .ij:K.rica.    The  office  of  the  x.gri- 
cultural  . attache  appointed  an  lixhibit  Manager  who 
procured  certain  essential  materials  on  loan  or  by 
p  ur  ch  a  s  e  f  r  om  Italian  sources.

whose  offices  are  in  Milan,    The  firm  of  Nichols 
Incorporated  was  represented  by  its  Italian  subsidiary 
H^/drxa^da,  which  has  poultry  farms  in  nearby  Como  • 
On cT  cjt  two  o t he r  ^'^er i  c an  br  e e d or s  7\f e r e  r e pr e s  ent  od 
by  their  Italian,  agents^  who  managed  to  transact 
considerable  business  despite  the  lack  of  an  exhibit.* 

Representatives  of  these  limerican  companies  were 
very  favorably  impressed  vath  the  Poultry  Show  and 
pleasantly  surprised  at  the  lar£;,e  aiiiount  of  business 
they  were  able  to  transact  there,     ^'.s  a  result,  most 
of  them  intend  to  return  in  1959  v/ith  a  more  important 
operatic n .    0 n  th e  basis  of  the  f  a vo r  a b 1 e -results 
these  few  .'^iierican  breeders  have  obtained,  it  would 
seem  m.03t  advisable  to  encourage  other  ...-jaerican 
breeders  to  be  represented  at  the  Italian  National 
Poultry  Show  in  June  1959 •

The  principp,!  theme  of  the  USD^;  E.xhibit  v/as  the 
importance  of  balanced  feeds  in  animal  nutrition. 
To  illusbrate  the  advantaa,es  of  properly  mixed  feeds 
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oontainins  j11  tria  ■  nucuGsary  olcm^.ntwS  for  rapid 
and  lioulthy  cjxmth,  the  production  of  broilers  was 
used  as  an  uzamplq ,     This  lod  natar-.^lly  to  an 
expression  of  the  suoondary  tiioiiio ,  vyliich  eiiiphasizod 
t.h^.  iiiiportanco  of  sulactive  "breeding  in  the  production 
of  hicl-i  quality  broilers* 

In  a  country  where  nuch  of  the  poultry  production 
is  carried  on  in  an  old-fashioned  and  unscientific 
manner,  with  the  consequent  lack  of  uniforriiity  in  the 
quality  of  the  product,  it  v^ras  logical  to  point  out 
to  poultry  breeders  the  necessity  of  including  certain 
elements  in  the  diet  of  broiler  chickens .  Three 
principal  elements  can  be  supplied  by  US  agricultural 
products:     yellow  corn,  sor.giiums,  and  soybeans. 
These  three  elements  account  for  aJ.most  90%  of  the 
bulk  of  modern  mixed  feuds,  the  otl.i.er  10%  consisting 
of  such  additives  as  minerals,  vit.miins,  and  antibiotics. 
By  convincing  the  breeder  that  his  broiler  feeds  should 
contain  these  elements,  the  IJSD..i  Exhibit  created 
pressure  on  m.anuf acturers  and  distributors  of  Italian 
mixed  feeds  to  acquire  a  greater  portion  of  the 
ingredients  from  US  sources • 

Regardless  •  of  how  good  a  balancc^d  feed  for 
poultry  may  be,  it  can  only  be  fully  effective  v/hen 
fed  to  the  proper  strain  of  chicken,  /im.erican 
research  has  developed  a  number  of  selected  strains 
m.ost  suitable  for  broiler  production.    By  cross 
breeding  different  races  of  broiler  chickens,  US 
scientists  have  found  that  certain  nev/  strains  grow 
moru  quickly,  resist  diseases  end  climatic  conditions 
better  'n-id  are  more  am.ply  proportioned  for  m-aximum 
weight  when  marketed,        number  of  leading  US  breeders 
supplied  sam.ples  of  their  breeding  stock  for  broiler 
production  and  these  fine  birds  very  favorably 
impressed  It  alian  poultrymen  by  their  size  and 
appearance.    Thus  the  USD.;  assists  the  .iiierican 
poultry  industry  in  developing  new  markets  in  Italy 
for  its  breeding  stock, 

In  ijrder  to  demonstrate  what  Solective  breeding 
and  scientific  feeding  can  accomplish  in  broiler 
production,  the  complete  life  cycle  of  a  broiler 
chicken  was  siiovvn:   -beginning  with  the  hatching  egg, 
the  brooding  period,  then  passing  on  to  4'-weck-old 
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chicks,  then  to  8-weok-ol(3.  chicks,   to  the  adult 
breeding  birds,   to  frozen  poultry  as  disployed  in 
US  supoririarkets  and  finally  during  th^  process  of 
roasting  and  frying,    -^t  this  point  the  illustration 
of  the  theme  was  completed  and  paaiiphlets  on  these 
t he  [2 e  s  Y/e  r  o  d  i  s  t  r i  b  ut  e  d  t  o  t  h^  d  e p  a  rt  i  ng  visitors. 

To  focus  the  attention  of  the  visitors  on  the 
various  s..ctions  of  the  Eidaibit  the  following  visual 
devices  and  presentations  were  employed, 

Iinxiediat ely  upon  entering  the  Exhibit,  the 
visitor  was  faced  with  a  wall  of  glass  divided  into 
nine  sections  rieasuring  one  square  nc;ter  each.  Four 
of  the  nine  panels -were  devoted  to  photos  of  young 
and  adult  chickens,  vvhile  the  other- five  glass  panels 
displayed  •  yellow  corn,  niilo  sorghuiii,  soyraeal,  mixed- 
feed  ne.il,  ..;nd  laixed-fe^d  pellets.     Each  of  these 
materials  v/as  identified  in  large  letters.  Passing 
by  this  large  panel,  the  visitor  entered  the  central 
portion  of  the  pavilion  and  v^^^as  faced  v/ith  the  main 
display  illustrating  thu  components  of  modern  mixed 
feeds.    To  his  left  ho  saw  3  bins  containing  yullow 
c  or  n ,  lai  1  o  s  or  gh  um  a  nd  s  o  y  me  a  1  •     Overt  he  s  e  b  i  ns 
v/as  an  opaque  glass  pan^l,  lighted  from  behind  and 
listing  in • silhouette  the  essential  ingredi ent s 'of 
mixed  food,  i,e,,  prot^^ins,  carbohydrates,  fats, 
vitamins,  minerals  and  antibiotics.    On  the  right- 
hand  half  of  this  display,  the  visitor  saw  bins  of 
mixed-feed  meal  and  mixed-feed  pellets.  Directly 
over  these  bins  were  tv/o  rotating  paddle -v/he^-ls  with 
panels  painted  in  various  reflector  color s  .  \  V/hen  set 
in  motion,,  the  paddle-wheels  gavo  a  very  convincing 
demonstration  of  how  the  six  essential  elements  in 
balanced  fovjds  must  be  mixed  together,, 

...it  both  ends  of  tjiis  display  island  v/ere  panels 
complem.enting  the  feed  theme...   One  of  these 
demonstrated  how  yellow  corn  was  essential  to  miixed 
feeds  v\/herever  yellow  pigmentotion  in  thu  dressed 
fowl  WaS  desired,,  which  is  the  case  everyvvhere  in 
Italy.     .\t  the  other  end  was  a  panel  describing  the 
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v\ronclcrf ally  liigh  protoin  content  of  soybean  meal,  an 
ingredient  v^riiich  has  'become  increasingly  important 
in  mixed  feeds  in  recent  years.     In  addition  to  pictures 
showing  the  soybean  plants  and  thu  soybeans  as  they 
are  harvested  and  as  they  appear  after  milling,  there 
was  a  bin  containing  soybean  plants  vvhich  had  grovm 
to  a  height  of  1&  inches. 

The  other  side  of  the  display  island  was  devoted  to 
a  pictorial  demonstration  of  the  various  phases  in 
the  scientific  developr^ent  of  selected  breeder  strains, 
V'/hile  this  section  should  have  attracted  the  interest 
of  Italian  technicians  because  of  the  relative  lack  of 
similar  scientific  procedures  in  Italy,  it  did  not 
elicit  the  interest  of  the  average  visitor.    It  is  fult 
that  this  display  area  suffered  from  laclc  of  animation. 

The  Tiost  popular  feature  of  the  exhibit,  to  judge 
by  the  reaction  of  the  general  public,  was  the  incubation 
section,  where  12  smxOll  incubator  boxes  were  displayed 
at  various  levels  amid  a  scries  of  textual  panels  and 
photographs.    Eggs  that  had  been  brought  to  the  final 
stages  of  incubation  v/ere  placed  in  the  small  incubator 
boxes  every  morning  and  every  afternoon.    There  under 
the  /fO  degree  centigrade  heat  of  tv/o  hooded  lamps,  the 
eggs  completed  the  incubation  period  and  the  chicks 
emerged  from  their  shells  before  the  delighted  eyes  of 
the  visitors, 

V/ithin  tv7o  hours  after  hatching,  the  baby  chicks 
v/ere  able  to  walk,    ^.t  the  end  of  each  day  the  chicks 
that  had  been  hatched  in  the  morning  were  removed  and 
placed  in  the  brooder  section,  v/her^  three  infra-red 
lamps  raaintained  a  warm  temperature  over  an  area  of 
tvro  square  meters,.    Heru  the  chicks  began  to  run  about, 
drink  water  and  to  eat  a  specially  prepared  feed  suitable 
for  their  age,.    They  remained  here  for  the  duration  of 
the  poultry  shov/^ 

The  next  stage  of  development  of  the- broiler  chicken 
was  ■  illustrated  by  a  group  of  100  chicks,  four  we>oks 
old,     xJ.ready  the  effects  of  scientific  feeding  could 
be  seen  in  their  rapid  growth  and  the  results  of 
selective  breeding  in  their  sturdy  proportions,  ^.nother 
group  of  100  chicks  shov/ed  hov/  carefully  selected  cross- 
breeds he,d  grown  on  scientific  feeds  by  the  age  of  eight 
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weeks,    Tlicy  had  already  readied  a  size  whioh  was 
closu  to  tliat  of  a  i.i::rketable  broiler,  since  these 
broiler  strains  produce  marketable  poultry  by  the 
age  of  ten  weeks  in  the  United  States.    Most  Italian 
visitors  were  dubious  that  these  B-week-old  chicks 
v\/xre  really  that  young,  because  Italian  chickv^ns  take 
up  to  14  weeks  to  reach  a  comparable  size  and  weight. 

The  presentation  of  dressed  poultry,  vvhich  has 
become  speciali^^ed  in  the  Unitod  States,  was  exemplified 
in  the  frozen  poultry  that  was  displayed  in  the  end- 
product  area.     Ten-Vvcek  old  broilers  scientifically  fed 
for  a  rapid  and  healthy  grov^-th,  then  dressed  and  frozen 
in  modern  processing  plants  were  displayed  very 
attractively  wrapped  in  transparent  Gryovac,  with 
labels  printed  in  strong  colors.     Visitors  wqvq  imxpressed 
by  the  wholesome  appearance  of  these  frozen  chickens, 
noting  with  approval ' that  they  were  broad-breasted  and 
amply  covered  in  fat.    The  only  reservation  they  might 
have  had  concerning  these  chickens  was  thu  matter  of 
pigmentation;  x^merican  poultry  has  a  whiter  skin  than 
Italian  poultry,  whose  pigmentation  is  yellow.  One 
poultry  distributor  observud  that  buyer-preference  of 
this  nature  v/ould  have  to  be  overcome  before  US  frozen 
poultry  could  gain  wide  acceptance  with  the  Italian 
housewife. 

To  dispell  the  impression  that  frozen  food  is  either 
test  ..less  or  harmful,  a  traditional  prejudice  of  Italian 
country-people,  frozen  chick ais  v/ere  shovm  in  three 
stages:     frozen,  complet':.^y  thawed,  and  over-roasted. 
This  demonstration,  together  with  the  cooking  demonstra- 
tion in  glass-front  rotisseries,  did  much  to  convince 
diffident  visitors  that  frozen  poultry  is  and  remains 
fresh  poultry. 

There  is  a  grovidng  interest  in  Italy  in  the  production 
of  turkeys  for  uso  in  hotels  and  restaurants.    To  show 
what  selective  breeding  has  accomplished  in  this  field  in 
the  United  States,  five  adult  live  turkeys  of  the  most 
prevalent  breeds  were  displayed  inside  the  Pavilion  and 
frozen  turkeys  of  various  v/eights  were  on  display  in  the 
freezer  cases.

Poultry  Shove  was  being  given  in  connection  v/ith  a 
Poultry  Convention  of  considerable  importance  to  the 
poultry  industry  in  Italy,  the  Office  of  the  .'agricultural 
^.ttache  recoijiii ended  that  a  team  of  .Agricultural  Experts 
bu  allo\/ed  to  participate  in  thu  Poultry  Show  and  to  take 
an  active  part  in  the  deliberations  of  the  Poultry 
Convention,    This  suggestion,  when  advanced  to  the 
organizers  of  the  National  Poultry  Show,  was  received 
with  considerable  interest  and  enthusiasm,    liowevur,  the 
am.ount  of  time  available  for  convention  activities  was 
limited  :..,nd  already  over-subscribed;  consequently,  the 
Chairm.an  of  the  Convention  called  a  speci;:.\i  session  of 
the  Convention  prior  to  its  official  inaug nidation,  in 
order  t....  allow  thu  .^merican  experts  to  present  technical 
papers  before  the  Convention  assembly.    This  special 
session  took  place  on  Friday  evening,  June  13,  whereas 
both  the  Convention  and  the  Poultry  Show  v/ere  officially 
opened  the  follovdng  morning,  June  14.
